TWENTY TRAPPED 
BY AMMONIA AT. 
STOCKYARDS FIRE 


Some Rescuers Fall While Fire- 
men Are Saved Near Spot 
Mere Chief Horan Died,

LOSS PLACED AT 8500, 000 
Explosions Drive Fighters Back, but 
Water Pressure Again Is Weak, 
Seyferlich Says. 


ONE DEAD IN WEST SIDE BLAZE 


One fireman dead, twenty-four dropped in 
their tracks by ammonia fumes, is the result 
of two fierce fires which taxed the ingenuity 
of Chief Seyferlich and his men last night. 

George Tore, a truckman on No. 6, groping 
his way to air, fell into an open shaft, which 
he could not see for smoke, in a short, sharp 
blase on the west side. He was carried toa 
hospital, received extreme unction, and ex- 
pired in.the arms of his wife. Three of his 
companions, who had been given up for lost, 
crawled through the smoke to safety. 


Big Stockyards Fire, 

Hardly had the news of this misfortune 
been telephoned the round of station houses 
before a single, four-eleven, and three special 
calls clattered in from box 2,160, the heart 
of the stockyards district. 

Members of thirty-eight engine and truck 
companies and a number of fire insurance pa- 
trols answered the calls. 

One-third of the,entire fire fighting force 
of Chicago was shot into the yards. There 
they battled imperiled by vate of blazing 
fat and ammonia fumes until far into the 
morning. Men dropped like files. A rope 
was stretched at a safe distance around the 
burning building—Swift's sausage house. 
Seyferlich, remembering the Horan disaster, 
would take no chances with his men. : 


In spite of all precautions tw ! 
were lald out by thé silent yet deadly en- 
plogions of ammonia pipes—in all the blaste 
humbered fifteen. The roof and walls of 
the building caved, when least expected, over 
a $500,000 loss. But not a man was caught 
in the wreckage. 

The fire originated in the sewing room of 
the warehouse, a five story building in West 
Forty-second, near Loomis street, and had 
gained sufficient headway to reach the geo- 
ond floor when it was noticed by George 
Westland, a watchman. A semi-fireproof 
cement ceiling had been unable to stop the 
flames, although the ceiling between the 
tHMrd and fourth floors checked the blase for 
a short time.

Water Pressure Weak. 

Chief Seyferlich criticised the weak water 
pressure, the condition that cost the lives of 
Chief Horan and his companions in the game 
stockyards a few years ago. : 

Assistant Chief McAuliffe was at the head 
of his squad of ten men in warehouse 57 when 
the first explosion occurred. The ammonia 
fumes felled the men in their tracks. Lieut. 
William Older with Pipemen Ackerley, Foy, 
and Purcell were on the second floor at the 
time and they were caught by a sécond éxplo- 
sion. 

Although wearing their smoke masks the 
firemen were toppled over. Older and his 
men, however, revived themselves and 
worked their way up to the next floor, where 
they came across McAuliffe and the others. 
Some were lying on the floor unconscious 
while others, half blinded, were groping their 
way about. The four rescuers with Capt. 
E. P. Shepherd and Lieut. George Boland, 
who had joined them, worked their way 
across the floor to the vestibule 
the warct.cuses. The fire door was broken 
down and one by one the helpiess firemen | 
Were dragged to safety and the door was 
‘glammed shut. is. 

Some of the firemen were so weakened vy 
the experience that lungmotors ad to be 
rushed up to them in the building. Others 
were carried to the ground and revived.

PERKINS ATTACKS

View hotel, Atlantic Highlands, N. J., was 
arraigned before Judge Malone in the Court 
of General Sessions. She had been arrested 
on a bench warrant based on an indictment 
found yesterday charging her with grand 
larceny. She was released on $2,590 bond. 

Up to Oct. 1, when she resigned to get mar- 
ried, Mrs. Rutherford under her maiden 
name, Evelyn Poirrette, had been in charge 
of the coupon department in the offices of the 
Southern Pacific railway at 165 Broadway. 
It was her duty to enter up and account for 
the canceled coupons of bonds. 


Cashes John D.’s Coupons, 

John D. Rockefeller, through his repre- 
sentative, sent 100 coupons, each calling for 
$20 interest, in Southern Pacific convertible 
4s to the office in September. The $2,000 
was paid to the Rockefeller representative 
and the coupons wete gent to the then Miss 
Poirrette. 

Through some mistake the coupons had not 
been canceled or marked paid. Miss Poir- 
rette was about to be married. She says an 
ünaccountable impulse overcame her and 
she stole the coupons. This was two days 
before she quit the Southern Pacific. 

Although she had been in the office eight 
years, she was apparently not familiar with 
the inside movements of the banking affairs 
of thé company. She went over to New 
Jersey, deposited the coupons, and drew 
$2,000 against them. 


Second Payment Discovered, 

Of course the bank sent the coupons to the 
Southern Pacific offices, and it was discov- 
ered that they had been paid twice, the first 
time to Mr. Rockefeller. 

The district attorney's office was notified 
and grand jury proceedings were instituted. 
Mrs. Rutherford returned $1,600 of the money. 
She said she had spent the remaining $400. 

Jghn D. Rockefeller will not lose a cent. 
The loss falls on the company.

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GAS OVEN ON SIXTH FLOOR 
EXPLODES; FOUR ARE KILLED. 


Accident in New York City and Re- 
sultant Fire Endangers Lives of 
200 Metal Workers. 6 


New York, Oct. 24.—A gas oven in which 
metal was being enameled on the top floor 
of a six story factory building in Canal street 
éxploded today; killing four persons. More 
than a score of others were injured or burned 
in the fire that followed the explosion and 
some of them may die. Three of those killed 
were women. All were workers in the build- 
ing.

Hopkins Surgeons from 
Paid Practice. 


OTHER SCHOOLS HELPED. 
Barnard, Wellesley, and Ripon 
College Receive Large Sums 
o Money. 


New York, Oct. 2. One million, five hun- 
Jared thousand dollars to Johns Hopkins Med- 


ical schook ‘Baltimore; $200,000 to Barnard 


college, New York City; $200,000 to Welles- 


ley college, Wellesley, Mass. ; $50,000 to Ripon 
college, Ripon, Wis.—a total of $1,050,000— 
these were donations announced tonight by 
the general education board which was 
founded by John D. Rockefeller nine years 
ago. . 

The big gift to Johne Hopkins Medical 
school, made with the sole condition that the 
income de used to permit the staff ot pro- 


| fessors to devote their entire time to their 


studies and classes, is the first donation ever 
made by the board to a medical school and 
the largest single donation the board has 
ever made to any institution of learning. 
In hotior of the eminent pathologist whose 
work has long been identified with Johns 
Hopkins, it is to be called the William H. 
Welch endowment for clinical education and 
research. 


Expl:ins Purpose of Gift. 

F. T. Gates, chairman of the board, in 
discussing the donations, said: 

Since the opening of the Johns Hopkins 
Medical school, in the early 908, it has been 
universally conceded that tne teaching of the 
underlying medical sciences—namely, anat- 
omy, physiology, pathology, and pharmacol- 
ogy—must be placed in the hands of men de- 
voting thelr entire time to teaching and 
research in their subjects. As the clinical 
branches are more extensive and more com- 
plicated than the above mentioned under- 
lying sciences, the medical faculty’ of the 
Johns Hopkins university have become con- 
vinced that it is fully as important that the 
elinical subjects should be cultivated and 
taught by men freed from the distraction in- 
volved in earning their living through private 
practice. 


No Restrictions on Men. 

In making the gift the general education 
board has placed absolutely no restriction 
upon the freedom of any of these men. They 
will henceforth be in position to do any serv- 
ice that either science or humanity demands. 
They are free to see and to treat any one 
whether inside or outside the hospital, but 
they will accept no personal fee for any such 
service. 

It is not expected that this radical inno- 
vation in medical teaching will deprive the 
Johns Hopkins Medical school or the students 
in the Johns Hopkins Medical school of such 
advantages as are still to be gained from the 
services of other men who are practitioners 
of medicine and surgery. 

In the conduct of the dispensary, in the 
teaching of students, and in the cultivation of 
the specialties, men simultaneously engaged 
in practice will to some extent continue to 
be utilized.”’ 


CONCRETE OR BRICK FOR ROADS 


That's State Commission Verdict fo 
Near Chicago, According to County 
Commissioner Board. 


The state good roads commission has about 
decided on the kind of pavement to be used 
for roads in Cook county, according to County 
Commissioner F. M. Board of the county 
committee on roads and bridges.

O the average American Henry LaBou- 
chere is known only as the witty ed- 
! itor of Truth, and also to the average 
American Mr. Labouchere during his 
-. jifetime was one of the most interest- 
hina of Englishmen. English statesmen who 
“visited this country, on being asked more 
‘about Labouchere than about any other 
public man in England, except perhaps Mr. 
Gladstone, were astonished that he was 
qknéwn much over here and taken at all 
“geriousiyi They did not take him very seri- 
jeusly in England. He was a sort of human 
y who was always buzzing and biting at 
the head of public men or political parties. 
Whether we take him seriously or lightly, 
we must admit that he was a decided per- 
sonality and a brilliant and many sided man. 
In politics and in journalism he was a sort 
of go-as-you-please. He was outspoken and 
krank to the verge of rudeness, and never let 
anything interfere with his reputation as a 
“wit. He was born witty, and so pleased was 


he with his reputation that he became al- 


most a professional wit. At public functions 
and dinner parties his hearers would have 
been greatly disappointed if he had not said 
‘something that for snap and sparkle could 
be repeated to those who were not fortunate 
enough to hear these remarks at first hand.

Theat William Winter is and has been for 
sixty years the leading dramatic critic i+ 
this country I think no one will dispute. Mr. 
Winter is now an old man, but his hair is no 
whiter than it was thirty years ago so that 
he looks very little older than he did when I 
first knew him at about that time. 

I have before me two large volumes by Mr. 
Winter called THE WALLET OF TIME” 
(Moffat Yard), which are a lasting monu- 
ment to his name. The book, by the way, is 
dedicated to John Ranken Towse, a fellow 
critic, who for many years has written of the 
drama for the New York Evening Post. Win- 
ter mentions Mr. Towse's distinguished 
services to society during many years of con- 
scientious labor as journalist and dramatic 
critic” and honors his “ dignity of char- 
acter, rectitude of purpose, and devotion to 
duty. Not one word of this is overpraise. 
Mr. Towse, like Mr. Winter, has always re- 
garded his work with seriousness, but Mr.

These two volumes offer a comprehensive 
giance at dramatic affairs in this country 
within the period of about the last sixty 
years. Of the greater part of that pe- 
ried Mr. Winter writes, I have been con- 
tinuously employed as a dramatic critic in

It is not often that one gets hold of so ex- 
interesting a volume as “ THE 
LETTERS OF CHARLES ELIOT NOR- 
TON.“ which are accompanied by a blo- 
graphical comment from the pen of his 
daughter, Mrs. Sarah Norton, and M. A. De 
Wolfe Howe. it is doubtful if there is any 
man living today who holds the position held 
by Mr. Norton during his lifetime. A man of 
letters himself, he was an intimate friend of 
men of letters the world over. 

It is well known that he was the literary 
executor of Carlyle, who made some com- 
plimentary rematks concerning him at the 
expense of his fellow Americans. Not only 
Carlyle, hut Longfellow, Imetson, Lawell, 
and Holmes were friends of Charles Eliot 
Norton. He was younger than they, though 
he was an old man at¢the time of his death. 
The editors’ confess that they have found 
his correspondence an embarrassment of 
riches. In the days before telephones, tele- 
graphic night letters, and other labor saving 
devices, men and women wrote long letters 
to each other, letters in which they more 
than “ passed the time of day. as it is called. 
They wrote about the subjects that inter- 

them, the latest book they had read, 
the latest. celebrity they had met. As I 
write I turn to a letter written by Norton 
to James Russell Lowell. In his letter he 
says: ' 

A new book calicd ‘‘ Leaves of Grass has just 
come out, which is worth knowing about. It isa 
quarto volume of unmetrical poetry, and its 
author. according to Fis own account, is Walt 
Whitman, one of the roughs, a kosmos,”’ It isa 
book which has exc'ted Emerson's enthusiasm. He 
has written a letter to this one of the roughr,”’ 
which I have seen, expressing the warmest adm ra- 
tion and encouragement. It is no wonder that he 
likes it, for Walt Whitman has read the Dial and 
Nature, and combines the characterietics of a 
Concord philosopher with those of a New York 
fireman. There is little original thought, but much 
original expression in it. There are some pasrages 
of most vigorous and vivid writing, some superbly 
graphic description, great stretches of imagina- 
tion, and then pasteges of intolerable coarseness, 
not gross and licentious, but simply disgustingly 
coarse. The book is such, indeed, that one can- 
not leave it about for chance readers, and would be 
sorry to know that any woman had looked into it 
past the title page. I have got a copy for you, 
for there are things in it that you will admire, and 
it is worth having merely as a litera-y curiosity, 
for external appearance of it, the covers, the por- 
trait, the print, are as odd as the inside. 

I have one of these very copies that Mr. 
Norton speaks of, printed and published 
under Whitman's own supervision; a book 
as crude in its manufacture as in much of its 
contents.

DITH WHARTON’S jatest novel, 
“THE CUSTOM OF THB COUN- 
TRY (Scribners), takes up the hack- 
neyed theme of the beautiful and un- 
scrupulous western girl whose aggres- 
sive ambition wedges a way into the strong- 
holda of New York and European society. 
So ruthless, so devastating is this particular 
representative of her class that she succeeds 
in standing alone in her baleful conspicu- 
osity among the almost innumerable 

‘* heroines "’ of similar tendencies. 

Her name is—of all names in the world— 
Undine Spragg, and she comes from Apex 
City. To the attuned ear Apex City sug- 
gests Nevada or Wyoming, but Mrs. Whar- 
ton insists that it is in the middie west, and it 
is, therefore, the duty of the protesting 
reader to erect it in one of the prairie states. 

Undine has an affectionate and fond father 
of predatory instincts in business and Puri- 
tan rectitude in all the other departments of 
life, and a bewildered mother whose busy 
domesticity has been wrenched from her, and 
who now sits idle and wistful in a New York 
hotel with a manicurist for her only friend. 

The dominating quality in Undine is to get 
something which she does not possess. 
“ Give, give is the cry with which she as- 
sailslife. Ignorant, essentially coarse, crimi- 
nally selfish, she forces herself by means of 
her compelling beauty and her clever use of 
all material accessories, first upon a delicate 
minded, quiet living gentleman of New York, 
whom she marries and whose son she reluc- 
tantly bears—thén, being divorced, she cap- 
tures a French nobleman of exclusive pred> 
ilections and immemorial traditions; and— 
having in turn divorced him—she weds one 
Moffatt, to whom she had been secretly mar- 
ried back in Apex City in her girlhvod and 
from whom her parents had rescued her by 
the most mandatory legal means. 

Her little son, Paul Marvell, inheriting the

LONDON. 

Dally. Mail—-It win be a thousand 
pities if the sphinxlike policy with which 
President Wilsoniand his ministers ha ve sur- 
rounded themselves is allowed to conduct 
public opinion in the United States further 
along the path it has taken. President Wil- 
son refuses to recognize Huerta, but offers no 
alternative solution. Sir Edward Grey has 
recognized the Mexican president and is pre- 
pared to support him, provided President Wil- 
son has not another candidate as fitted as 
Huerta undoubtedly is to hold the reins of 
Kovernment firmly and prevent a recurrence 
of murder and revolution, but President Wil- 
son has not another candidate, or if he has he 
is keeping it dark. 

‘Standard—It is the cardinal principle

The “Merchant Prince of Cornville” is 
dead—Samuel Eberly Gross, author of the 
poetic drama which he charged was stolen 
from bim by Edmond Rostand of Paris and 
renamed Cyrano de Bergerac.” 

Mr. Gross died in a sanitarium at Battle 
Creek, Mich., yesterday afternoon, accord- 
ing to Thomas B. D. Bradley, his attorney. 
Gross went to Battle Creek to live following 
the marriage to him of Miss Ruby Lois 
Haughey, daughter of a teaming contractor 
of Battle Creek, in May, 1000, less than a 
month after his first wife divorced him in 
Chicago. The Michigan bride was 18 years 


old.

Gross specialized in Chicago suburban real 
estate. Grossdale is named after him. He 
was the originator of free excursions and 
marquee luncheons in connection with the 
sale of lots. 

Mr. Gross built twenty-one of the suburbs 
which later were incorporated as parts of 
Chicago, built more than 10,000 houses, and 
sold more than 40,000 | 

Bankruptcy troubles led Gross into all 
sorts of trouble and his chief occupation for 
many months was the dodging of process 
servers who trailed him day and night until 
they caught him napping. Much money was 
involved in the litigation, but it is said of him 
he recovered somewhat after the adjustment 
in the courts and went to Battle Creek with 
about $150,000 to his credit. He frequently 
came to Chicago and he became ill only re- 
cently. 


Story ef Fight with Rostand. 
The fight over his Merchant: Prince of 
Cornville story took him te Paris, but 
Rostand could not be induced to come to 
Chicago. However, the Frenchman went be- 
fore a Parisian notary and made a deposition

A etinging blow on the forehead caused her 
to cry out with pain, but she held on to the 
alleged dip's coattails until the arrival 
of Policeman Otto Richter, who dragged him 
from another car where he had sought safe- 
ty. In the meantime Cotter had nabbed his 
man and turned him over to Policeman Johu 
McCauley of the Hinman street station, who 
was attracted to the scene. 

At the police station the alleged pickpockets 
gave the names of James Norton of 1106 West 
Congress street, and George Hannan of 1450 
West Harrison: street. 

They were booked on charges of larceny 
end released on bonds of $1,500. The morning 
of Sept. 8. 10912, Mr. Cotter. accompanied by 
his wife and daughter, appeared at the Max- 
well street branch of the Municipal court. 
Norton and Hannan were mysteriously miss- 
ing; according to Cotter, and their bonds 
were forfeited. 

Less than two weeks later Cotter was noti- 
fled again to appear in court. He did. John 
F. Tyrrell, attorney for Norton and Hannan, 
asked for a continuance of two weeks, and it 
was granted. 


Held to Grand Jury. 

The next time Cotter and his family ap- 
peared at the Maxwell street court the pre- 
siding judge was absent because of illness 
in his family and the trial was set two weeks 
alfead, when the men were held to the grand 
jury on Nov. 19, 1012.

Condition of Chicago Houses 
Points Against Abnormal 
Fall Money Market. 


REPORT TO CONTROLLER. 


‘Deposits Increase $14,000,000 


Over August; Equal Sum Is 
Added to Cash Resources. 


Chicago national banks disclosed a highly 
reassuring condition in their reports to the 
controller as of Oct. 21. The figures leave no 
room for the suggestion of an abnormal 
money market in the present autumn. 

If the national banks of New York and St. 
Louis, the other two central reserve cities, 
are in a position similar to that of Chicago 
nationals, the country may look forward 
with complaceny to the money situation for 
the rémainder of the year. Indeed, there is 
a suggestion of an easing in conditions much 
earlier this year than last. 

The figures show that the twenty local 
banks have an increase of more than $14.- 
000,000 in deposits compared with Aug. d and 
$6,400,000 compared with June 4. They also 
show an increase of over $14,000,000, or 8.2 
per cent, in cash resources, compared with 
the same previous date. Since Aug. 9 the 
banks have entered the usual money strin- 
gency period, but instead of lowered re- 
sources they show an excellent increase. 


Good Increase Over August. 
A few weeks ago the government contrib- 


uted $5,000,000 cash to Chicago banks. But 


after deducting that there would remain a 
$9,000,000 increase since last August. Cash 
is $1,500,000 better than in June. Loans have 
shown but a moderate expansion, less than 


one-half of 1 per cent over the August total 


and 2% per cent over June’s total.

LATE RUMORS COME TRUE. 


President Rea Says Scheme Is 
Necessary to Prepare for All 
Future Needs. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 24.—[Special.]—Re- 
cent rumors that the Pennsylvania railroad 
was planning to create a great general 
mortgage on its property, with a limit said 
in some quarter to be $1,000,000,000, were sub- 
stantiated today when Samuel Rea, president 
of the company, announced that the finance 
committee and board of directors were con- 
sidering such financing. 

No definite figures were given as to 
ultimate size of such a mortgage, it 
only provided that the total bonds which 
may be issued under it shall not at any time 
exceed the amount of the capital stock issued. 

In financial circles it was said this means 
that the mortgage is to be an “ open” one, 
and the total bonds issued under it may 
eventually exceed the $1,000000,000 hereto- 
fore mentioned as the limit. The present

issues authorized up to 8000, 000, 000. 

President Rea made it plain that the pur- 
pose of the new mortgage is not for the sake 
of making any large issues of securities at 
present, but is to provide a comprehensive 
method of financing capital needs in the 
future, either for refunding maturing bonds 
or raising new gapital. 

„In answer to inquiries of stockholders,” 
Mr. Rea in a statement says, I will state 
that the finance committee and board of 
directors are considering the creation of a 
general mortgage as a basis for the com- 
pany’s financing for many years to come. 
Under this mortgage it is contemplated to 
issue bonds in such amounts from time to 
time as may be required.
